“There is no room in the jury box 
any more than there is on the judge's 
bench, for weak sentimentality,” said j 
Chief Justice Mathers in the conclud- | 
inv portion of his address to the jury. 

“The duty,” he said, ‘may be stern, 
it rmmay even be repugnant to our nat- 
ural feelings, but It is a duty which 
must nevertheless be personally and 
fearlessly faced." 

His Lordship pointed ont that man- 


slaughter might always be found an 
indictment for murder, though this 
right was not to tbe exercised anbi- 
trarily. ‘To justify a verdict of man- | 


slaughter in tiis case,” he said, “you 
must conclude that the shot was fired 
without any intention to either kill or 
do bodily injury likely to result in 
death. 
“IT must say that I can see nothing 
either the sworn evidence or cir- 
imstances that ‘would reasonably 
support such a finding. In my view 
sur verdict must be either murder or 


acquittal The question, however, 1s 
one for you to decide. 1 do not with- 
draw the question of manslaughter 
from you,”

a PUBLICITY 
OF WESTERN CANADA 


Pierre Radisson Was First Immi- 
gration Agent For Country 
West of Winnipeg 


Though publicity offices and im- 
migration departments may be gener- 
} ally considered as modern institutions, 
John Blue, provincial librarian, has 
found among the archives of his of- 
flee many authentic records which go 
to show that immigration agents and 


publicity commissioners existed and} 


spent great effort in advertising the 
prairies of Western Canada even as 
fur back as the earlier years of the 
seventeenth century, While at this 
time excellent advertising was sent 
out to civilization concerning the 
prairies, it was not until the year 


1754 that a publicity commissioner is} 


known to have carried on an advertis- 
ing campaign in the territory which 
now forms the province of Alberta. 
Even then this agent was not adver- 
tising the fertile valleys which he 
visited, but was sent as an emissary 
of the Hudson's Bay Company to so- 
licit the trade of the Blackfeet and 
Crees of the plains for the posts of 
the company at York Factory and 
Fort Churchill, on the Hudson's Bay. 
This man was Anthony Hendry, and 
the measure of success with which he 
met is indicated in the report which 
he took back to the company from 
the tribes of Indians whom he visit- 
ed, whose cniefs stated that their 
braves would not attempt the long 
canve trip down the Saskatchewan, 


| through Lake Winnipeg and the Nel- 


son River, to reach the bay. Con- 
trary to the usual supposition, the 
reason for their refusal to make the 
trip was not the length of the jour- 
ney, but, as stated by themselves, the 
fact that “their braves were not ac- 
customed to the handling of canoes, 
but travelled exclusively with horses. 
This statement, “included in Hendry's 
report, lends it authenticity, as it is 
known that the Blackfeet and the 
Crees of the plains did but little tra- 
velling by canoe. On this trip, dur- 
ing which Hendry went as far as the 
head waters of the Red Deer River, 
spending the winter in the foothills 
of the Rockies, and returning the fol- 
lowing spring by canoe down that 
Stream to the Saskatchewan and 
thence home, He was the first whit 
nan of whom there is any record as 
having visited this provir 

Hendry was not, however, the first 
man sent out by the Hudson's Bay 
Company to western territory In 
the decade, 1680-1690, the ‘Prench | 
traders invaded the prairies to such 
un extent that the Company decided 


e. 


to send a man to formally take pos-§ 


session of the country in the name of 


their company. Por this purpose | 


Henry Kelsey, a youth of eighteen 
years’ of age, left York Fastory, and 
spent two years in traversing what 
is now Manitoba and skatche- 
wan The itinerary of this trip ji 
largely a matter of conjecture, and 
the records do not show that Kelsey 
ever visited Alberta. His trip as a 
whole, in fact, was without result in 
either industry or advertising, it being 
solely for the one purpose of pos- 
Sessing land. 

Lut it was in the year 1636 that 
the first real advertising of the prai- 
ries was given to the world, and their 
discovery was but a portion of a ro- 
mance that probably is unexcelled in 
the history of this continent, The 
credit of thus »ecing the first immigra- 
tion agent of the country, even 
though without material reward, goes 
to Pierre Esprite Radisson. While 
still but a child, Radisson was cap- 
tured and taken from his home in 
Quebec by a tribe of Iroquois. He 
was taken by them on their trip to 
the north shore of Lake Superior, 
where after several years of captivity 
he finally made his escape, and re- 
turned to his former home. Here he 
remained for a few years only, but 
his visit to the Western country had 
imbued him with an insatiable desire 
to do further exploring. He prevailed 
upon his brother-in-law, one Groseil- 
lers, to accompany him, and together 
they explored the country for several
